N„.TAMP/M7-< opT.-| n exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby amend the 
Scale of Rates for cost based revision of port dues, pilotage and berth hire of the 
Cochin Port Trust as in the Schedule appended hereto. This notification will be 
in supersession of all the earlier notifications of cargo-related tariffs at the Cochin 
Port Trust.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 5th day of December 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal of the Cochin Port Trust (COPT) about 
cost based revision of vessel related charges on port dues, pilotage and berth 
hire charges 

2. The COPT received a large number of representations from Steamer 
Agents and Shippers stating that the proposed hike of 45% was abnormally high 
and might result in possible diversion of traffic especially in respect of container 
vessels. Subsequent to the discussions held by them with port users / 
representative body of port users, the COPT agreed to restrict the increase to 
25% in respect of port dues, pilotage and berth hire, instead of 45% as 
suggested earlier, and 33% in respect of the other items. 
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3. A joint hearing of the case was held in Cochin on 25 June 1998. Based 
on the deliberations at the joint hearing, the COPT submitted a revised (third) 
proposal. The COPT also clarified the points raised during the course of the joint 
hearing. On the basis of the details finally furnished, the revision proposed 
appears to be reasonable. Exchange rate variations would give some additional 
revenue from vessel related charges to the COPT which might take care of the 
moderation incorporated. 

4 During the discussion of this case in this Authority’s meeting today, the 
following points were highlighted : 

(i) . The revision of the vessel-related charges on port dues, pilotage, 

and berth hire charges had been long overdue Although the delay 
involved in this case could have implications for the validity of the 
rates applied during periods of ‘interregnum’, it was noted that the 
COPT had itself requested only approval of the new rates on a 
prospective basis; in other words, there was no request for ex post 
facto ratification of anything done in the past, Accordingly, the 
Authority gave only prospective consideration to the case. 

(ii) . The Authority was happy that serious efforts were being made at 

the COPT to streamline the systems and accounting procedures so 
as to facilitate rationalisation of the tariff setting process.

(iii). After a close scrutiny of the accounting system and costing details, 
a long list of points was given to the COPT for rectification of errors, 
removal of ambiguities, elimination of overlaps, elaboration of 
information, and clarification of doubts. These details were also 
taken up for discussion at the time of the joint hearing. With 

reference to the discussions at the joint hearing, some of the issues 
were referred to the COPT for re-verification. The final picture 
emerging from all this exercise was found to be reasonable and 
acceptable, 

5. Based on the observations made above, the proposal of the COPT for a 
25% increase in respect of port dues, pilotage and berth hire and 33% in respect 
of the other items was approved. The relevant details of the revised proposal are 
attached as Annex - I; the conditions governing application of the rates are 
attached as Annex - n.

The 
G.R.T. of the vessel actually berthed shall be reckoned for 
computation of dues to the Port. 

4. BERTH HIRE ON ACCOUNT OF CLASSIFIED CARGO: 

If the Port is not in a position to utilise the berth/berths 
because of the presence of the classified cargo in the 
shed/sheds, the consignee of the classified cargo will pay to the 
Port an amount equal to the normal berth hire charges recoverable 
from the ship which has landed such cargo till the last packet 
from the shed/sheds is cleared. 

5. BERTH HIRE AT PRIVATE JETTIES: 

Berth hire charges will not be recovered when fishing 
vessels/trawlers are anchored at private jetties paying 
licence fees under the Cochin Port Trust Licensing of Jetties, 
Slipway and Boatpen Regulations'68, as amended from time to time. 
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E.MISCELLANEOUS CONDITIONS 


1. SAILING VESSELS: 


a. SHIFTING OF A SAILING VESSEL: 

A sailing vessel shifting from a Low Wharf berth/jetty at 
Willingdon Island/Fort Cochin Wharf Berth to a stream or Wharf 
berth or vice versa shall be liable to pay the fees chargeable 
for the stream or Wharf berth as the case may be for the day 
of shifting. 


b. Sailing vessels will be allowed to be shifted in the inner 
harbour only under tow which should be arranged by the owners 
at their cost, and with the prior written permission of the 
Deputy Conservator.

2. SCRAP VESSELS: 
a. SCRAP VESSEL: 

A ship will be considered as a Scrap vessel from the date it 
is sold to breakers through the channelising agency of the 
Government of India - 

Provided that the ship actually undergoes scrap in Cochin 
itself, dues shall be leviable at rates specified. 

i. when- such a vessel occupies a normal stream or alongside 
berth, charges at coastal rates will be levied. 

ii. the hire charges for bed of backwaters away from the dredged 
channels used by ships undergoing scrapping in Cochin shall be 
25% of the normal berth hire (coastal) provided they utilise 

their own mooring. 
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
